Geisler quizzed McCoy regarding 
safety deposit boxes he held in 
various banks. 


One which he rented under the 


name of "Norman Stone" was iden- 
tified by McCoy as his. 


"Did 
anyone else share that" box 


•with you?" Geisler asked. 


"Yes, sir, Mrs. Mors."

"Are those stones all yours'!" the 


attorney queried.

Defense Attorney Geisler

"Just as I grabbed her left hand, 


the revolver went off," McCoy con- 
tinued. "I shut my eyes and stag- 
gered for a moment for I didn't 
know but what I was shot When I 
last saw the gun it was pointed at 
me. 


"Tress relaxed and fell limp at 


my feet." 


Tears came to McCoy's eyes as 


he spoke the words. 


"I went to the bath room and got 


some wet towels to wash off the 
blood. I kissed her and tried to 
wake her, but she was dead. Then 
I lay down beside her and put my 
photograph on her breast. After 
that I don't know what happened. 
I only knew that Tress was dead 
and nothing else mattered."

over to the state for cross-exami-

CANT STIR UP 
NATIONS ENMITY 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Agi- 


tators in the United States and Ja- 
pan who are stirring up talk of 
war between -the two countries 
have not succeeded in causing- 
misunderstanding, between the two 
governments, officials of the ad- 
ministration said today. 


Underneath all the surface indi- 


cations of discord and conflict over 
immigration and fleet maneuvers 
there is complete harmony between 
the two governments. 


The immigration 
question 
Is 


closed so far as the Japanese gov- 
ernment is concerned. 'Only the 
flare back on the part of certain 
public groups keeps the subject 
alive. Official Japan concedes the 
logic of_jie American 
position, 


even if portions of the Japanese 
people are unable to do so. 


The projected American fleet 


maneuvers off Hawaii, which are 
reported to have stirred hostile 
sentiment in Japan, are not an Is- 


sue between "the governments. Ja- 
panese has never even officially .or 
informally questioned the Ameri- 
can intention to hold them. 


Officials of both .nations under- 


stand that there Is a jingo party 
in, the other country which Is at 
the bottom of most of the agita- 
tion and they discount the sensa- 
tional reports which aite cabled 
-from one side of the Pacific to lie 
other.

OMAHA, Dec. 19.—Chief of De- 


tectives Ben Danbaum, shot twice 
thru the brain late yesterday in a 
desperate battle with a barricaded 
negro, will recover, physicians said 
today. Danbaum passed a restful ' 
night and no sign of infection was 
seen on examination this morning. 


The negro, Frank 
Mylar, was 


riddled with bullets. 


While the fire department played

battled negro had 
taken refuge 


burned to the ground.

at the front door. He was greeted

The fire department then extin- 


guished the fire in the Mylar house 
and the body was removed. 


Mylar's body was burned to a 


crisp when police burned down his 
house, after several hundred shots 
had been fired into it without 
effect.

geant Tom Ryan, received a bullet 
in the abdomen. Ryan was wear- 
Ing a steel vest which slowed up 
the bullet and saved his life. 


Police had gone to Mylar's home 


near the business section of the 
city to arrest him on a charge of 
criminally attacking Lena Walker, 
a colored girl, several weeks ago.

in return for "soft and easy jobs" 
about the prison and other special 
privileges.

which they expect to overturn the 
entire administration of the prison 
and punish those responsible for atf 
alleged reign of petty graft. 


Altho federal officials have kept 


secret details of their investigation 
and number of tales concerning the 
"special privileges" accorded pris- 
oners have leaked from behind the 
walls o fthe prison. 


Among these is the story of a 


"special privilege table" alleged to 
have been kept for favorite prison- 
ers. Wealthy and favored convicts 
were fed in a private dining room, 
at their own table and on menus 
not accorded regular prisoners, it 
was charged.

The Burlington now has a new 


"twin motor rail car" in service 
between Rulo and Atchinson.

state railway commission refused 
to sanction a rule asked for by all 
of the railroads of the state that 
all charges on cars of sand and 
gravel not weighed on track scales 
will bs assessed on weight of 110 
per cent of the marked capacity of 
the car. They claimed that the av- 
erage loading of sand or gravel was 
in excess of 110 per cent of the

ANY persons write asking about the oper- 
ation for cataract. They want to know if 
it is serious, -whether it hurts or not and 


what the chances are for success. 


I doubt if there is any other subject in medi- 


cine which I can-write about with greater confi- 
dence than I can upon this particular one. It so 
happens that during my professional life I have had 
the privilege of operating upon a multitude of 
cases of cataract and restoring hundreds to sight 


These patients have come from all walks in 


life, from the rich and from the poor, from those in middle-age ark 
from old persons. 


Tou will recall that cataract is es-+- 


sentially a disease of advanced life. 
There is a form found in babies, but 
this is not the kind we are talking 
about to-day. 


Cataract is a disturbance of the 


crystalline lens of the eye, a struc- 
ture that lies in the interior of the 
eyeball. It is not a growth of a 
film on the outside of the eye as 
many persons ihink

In a little wh le 
the effects of the local anesthetic 
pass away and there may be some 
smarting and burning in the eye 
but this will last only two or three 
hours, and is not severe in most in 
stances. 
It has been my practice to leave 
the bandage undisturbed for a couple 
of days. During this time there is 
no discomfort beyond the inconveni- 
ence of keeping quiet in bed. After 
the first time the eye is redressed 
a new dressing is put on every day,

Mejer. Claiming He Tried-to 


Ruin Good Name. 


When testimony tti Nannie I. 


Davis' $30,000 damage suit against 
Otto Meyer for alleged malicious 
prosecution and blander, was re- 
sumed in Judge Stewart's 
ciourt 


Thursday 
afternoon, 
Mrs. Pearl 


Stabler, a neighbor of the litigants, 
living six miles north of Haveloek, 
took the stand and testified for the 
plaintiff. 


Mrs. Stabler declared tbat on 


August 11, 1923, a day after a ser- 
ious altercation had occurred be- 
tween the Davis family and Mr. 
Meyer, on the Davis farm, she was 
in the Harley Drug store and met 
Mr. Meyer who told her that Mrs. 
Davis was a half oreed Mexican 
and that the Davis family was a 
bad family and should be chased 
out of the neighborhood. 


She stated Mr. Meyer had a 


bruise on his nose and a discolored 
eye, marks of the conflict the day 
previous, but that he said nothing 
about the quarrel. 
She said she 


believed what he said about the 
Davis family and did not go near 
them until March 3, 1924, believing 
them to be undesirable people. 


Her husband, Carl Stabler, fol- 


lowed her to the stand and de- 
clared that he was a member of a 
party who visited George Rogers 
of Lincoln, owner of the farm rent- 
ed by Davis, in an effort to have 
Mrs. Davis driven off the place and 
out" of the community. 
He stated 


that he went unwillingly and for 
the reason that the -ofher men 
threatened to boycott him and his 
threshing outfit if he did not go 
with them. Mintie Smith, another 
neighbor, was called and told a 
similar story. 


Carl Pester, another farmer liv- 


j ing in the neighborhood, was callec 
| to testify and declared that once 
at a public sale Otto Meyer had 
told him that the Davis family was 
a bad family and that Mrs. Davis 
was a half breed "and that they 


1 should boycott them and run them 
! put of the country.

At this point the files in the 


I criminal case, in which Mr. Meyer 


j charged Mrs. Davis with shooting 
him with a double barreled shotgun 
with the intent of inflicting great 
bodily 
injury, 
were 
introduced. 


County Attorney Matson was called 
to identify them, as was- Max 
Towle, deputy who prosecuted the 
case which resulted in the acquittal 
of Mrs. Davis. G. E. Hager, attor- 
ney for the plaintiff attempted to 
go into the conversations between 
Meyer and the county attorney dur-
